Your  agents  in  submitting  their  second  annual  report,  feel 
that  there  has  been  a  good  degree  of  improvement  made  on 
the  roads  over  the  old  system.  The  roads  have  been  worked 
bv  the  machine  almost  entire  through  the  town  :  and  with  the 
same  amount  of  care  and  the  same  amount  of  appropriation 
we  think  the  improvement  will  go  on  until  we  shall  have  as 
good  roads  as  our  sister  towns.  We  would  also  impress  upon 
the  town  the  necessity  of  a  new  road  machine  of  modern  im- 
provement, one  that  can  be  run  by  two-thirds  of  the  team  that 
the  old  one  can  and  one  that  can  be  used  in  cleaning  out  the 
ditches  &c.  It  is  just  as  necessary  for  towns  to  have  good 
machinery  as  any  manufactory,  for  there  is  always  some  work 
waiting  for  good  machinery. 

As  it  is  probable  that  the  town  will  have  to  build  over  the 
hosierv  mill  bridge  the  coming  summer,  we  think  that  it  will 
be  necessarv  to  have  as  large  an  appropriation  as  we  have  had 
heretofore.

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HISrOKICAL. 

We  find  by  reference  to  town  records  that  the  first  action 
taken  b}'  tlie  town  looking  to  the  introduction  of  Avater  was  iii, 
the  spring  of  l<s.Sf;,  although  there  had  been  more  or  less  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject  for  a  number  of  years  before.  x\t  the 
regular  annual  meeting,  March  !),  1<S<S(;,  we  find  the  foilov^ing 
on  record:  "On  motion  of  1\  P.  Cheney,  voted  that  a  commit- 
tee be  chosen  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  v.ater 
works  as  a  protection  against  fire  and  tlnit  such  connnittee  be 
instructed  to  make  an  estniiate  of  the  cost  of  the  same  and  re- 
port to  the  town  at  its  meeting  in  Noveuiber  uext,  with,  such 
recommendations  as  they  may  see  fit.  and  th;it  such  couimittee 
shall  serve  v/ithout  pay." 

The  committee  chosen  were  S.  \V.  Fh-tcher,  K.  V.  Bailey 
and  .lames  N.  Nichols.  .\t  the  November  meeting  referred  to 
above,  the  connnittee  had  no  report  to  make,  simply  because 
the  town  had  appropriated  no  money  for  them  to  do  any  work 
witli.  Consequently  at  tiiis  meetiug  fifty  dolhu's  were  appro- 
priated for  a  survey. 

Nothing  more  was  done  iuitii  tiie  spriug  of  iN,!il,  when,  it 
appearing  tbat  the  co'.umittee  were  not  doing  anything,  a  vote 
was  passed  to  discharge  the  committee  from  any  fr.rther  con- 
sideration of  tlie  water  question,  and  a  new  connnittee  appoint- 
ed, consisting  of  A.  \\.  Porter,  .1.  F.  Iliickiiis  and  Willis  II. 
(alley. 

'i'he  sunnnei'  following,  this  committee  em[)ioyed  John  Ken- 
iston  of  PlynioutJ!  to  sin-vey  the  route  from  -iackson  pond  to 
the  town.  I'he  committee  reported  at  the  next  March  meet- 
ing that  the  p(>nd  was  over  .'>()<»  feet  above  the  village  :ind 
some  over  two  miles  distant,  and  also  that  it  w;is  our  best  wa- 
ter supply. 

At  this  meeting  n  resolulion  was  i)assed  empowering  the  se- 
lectmen to  make  a  contract  with  any  water  company  to  put  in 
a  system  of  watei'  works,  and  to  bind  the  town  for    a    term    of 
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not  less  than  ten  years,  to  take  40  hydrants  at  a  rental  of  $25 
each  per  year. 

The  selectmen  immediately  made  a  contract  with  Messrs. 
liartlett,  Gay  &  Young  of  Manchester,  and  they  went  to  work 
as  soon  as  snow  was  gone,  making  surveys,  and  buying  right 
of  way  and  flowage  around  Jackson  pond  with  the  expecta- 
tion of  liaving  the  whole  system  completed  that  season  ;  but 
owing  to  not  being  able  to  settle  with  some  of  the  owners, 
were  obliged  to  suspend  operations  until  they  could  go  to  the 
legislature  and  get  a  charter.  This  carried  the  business  over  to 
the  spring  of  181)3,  when  the  company  expected  to  fulfil  their 
part  of  the  contract. 

The  stringency  in  the  money  market  coming  on  about  this 
time,  the}'  were  unable  to  sell  their  bonds  and  the  whole  mat- 
ter went  over  to  JMarch,  1H!)4.  This  company  had  made  sur- 
veys, bought  right  of  way  and  flowage  around  Jackson  pond, 
and  altogether  owned  quite  a  valuable  lot  of  property,  but  not 
being  in  a  condition  to  go  on  and  put  in  the  water  works,  were 
willing  to  sell  out  at  cost. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  MarcJi  18'J4,  the  selectmen  insert- 
ed an  article  in  the  warrant  to  see  if  the  town  would  vote  to 
buy  of  15artlett,  Gay  and  Young  the  charter  and  other  proper- 
ty of  the  Ashland  Water-works  Company.  But  instead  of 
adopting  the  article  they  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Frank  Fifield,  Hiram  Hodgdon,  Dexter  Sanborn, 
O.  I).  Thompson  and  W.  F.  Hardy,  to  take  into  consideration 
the  best  place  to  obtain  water  and  probable  cost  of  same,  and 
rei)ort  at  an  adjourned  meeting  April  17,  1894. 

At  this  meeting  the  committee  made  report  that  Jackson 
pond  was  the  best  supply,  and  the  probable  cost  would  be 
thirty  thousand  doUai's.  Accordingly,  the  town  voted  to  raise 
the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  on  town  notes  payable  on 
demand  at  4  per  cent,  interest,  and  the  same   connnittee   were 
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continued  in  office  and  authorized  to  go  on  and  put  in  the  wa- 
ter by  a  vote  of  11(3  to  1.  Your  committee  immediately  set 
about  the  work  and  made  all  possible  haste  so  as  to  get  the 
job  finished  before  cold  weather  should  set  in. 

There  were  unavoidable  delays,  but  we  were  able  to  get 
the  material  and  help  around  so  as  to  commence  work  about 
the  middle  of  July.  We  were  particularly  fortunate  in  our  se- 
lection of  an  engineer.  He  is  thorough  workman  and  one  right 
after  his  business  every  day.  The  most  of  the  work  was  done 
by  the  day.  only  the  dam  at  the  reservoir  being  let  by  contract. 

The  water  was  let  on  and  hydrants  tested  about  Oct.  :^U. 
and  found  to  work  satisfactorily  in  every  respect.  There  is 

not  a  house  within  reasonable  distance  of  the  water  pipes  that 
cannot  be  reached  with  four  good  streams  of  water,  and  some 
of  them  with  six. 

The  actual  cost  of  what  was  estimated  at  830,000  was 
S-29,0'J5.1i4:  SU04.0H  less  than  we  estimated. 

It  was  thought  best  to  purchase  some  tire  apparatus,  so  as 
to  be  prepared  to  extinguish  a  tire  should  one  occur.  Accord- 
ingly your  committee  bought  1000  ft.  hose,  .")  nozzles,  2  hose 
carriages  and  some  other  furnishings.  But  for  this  outlay  in 
hose  etc.,  we  should  have  had  enough  money  to  paj"  L.  H. 
Smith  8100  when  due,  fence  the  brook  and  reservoir,  and  put 
in  the  service  pipes  that  are  called  for  this  spring. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  raise  81 000  per  year, 
just  the  same  as  they  would  have  done  if  they  had  contracted 
with  some  foreign  corporation  to  put  in  the  water. 

The  question  as  to  whether  it  will  be  a  profitable  investment 
or  not  is  already  answered.  The  40  hydrants  are  worth  SlOOO 
per  year.  We  have  already  collected  in  rents  for  the  first  half 
of  the  j'ear  LSSJo,  8250.25  ;  and  there  are  several  meters  to  be 
paid  for  later,  which  will  probably'  make  the  total  amount  for 
the  year  at  SHoO.  This  with  the  81000  for  the  hydrants,  will 
make  a  total  of  81()50  for  the  whole  year,  which  is   5    1-2   per 
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cent  interest  on  an  outlay  of  830,000.  This  is  not  all.  We  are 
getting  much  better  terms  on  our  insurance.  Dwelling  houses 
have  1-3  more  time  with  the  same  premium  as  before.  One 
man  informs  us  that  he  saved  SfJO  per  ^ear  in  insurance  pre- 
miums. It  is  estimated  by  good  judges  that  within  three  years 
there  will  be  sufficient  money  income  to  pay  the  interest  and 
running  expenses. 

We  would  say  here,  that  now  we  have  a  good  water  system, 
and  it  should  be  well  taken  care  of.      It  should  be  made  some- 
body's duty  to  see  that  the  hydrants  are  in  working  order,  the 
reservoir  kept  full,  and  the  pond  looked  after. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

And  as  we  have  no  suitable  place  to  keep  them,  we  recom- 
mend that  tiie  town  purchase  a  piece  of  land  as  near  the  cen- 
tral part  of  the  village  as  possible,  and  erect  thereon  a  two  sto- 
ry building  suitable  for  housing  the  carriages,  ladders  and  oth- 
er furnishings,  also  a  tower  in  which  to  hang  the  hose  while 
drying.  The  second  story  of  the  building  to  contain  a  room  or 
rooms  for  the  fire  companies  to  hold  their  meetings  in. 

We  have  as  good  a  water  supply  as  any  town  in  the  state, 
and  with  our  companies  and  supplies,  shall  be  able  to  give  the 
town  good  protection  against  fires  ;  but  in  order  to  be  prompt- 
ly at  a  fire,  we  should  have  a  system  of  fire  alai'uis.  Therefore, 
we  recommend  that  the  town  put  in  the  same.
